all he owed. The bondsmen investigated, 
and found out that the collaterals were not 
worth anything like what Seiter claimed.

ateral, but not enough to satisfy the bonds - 
men, and finally after weeks of haggling 
they closed down on him, and the rising 
young financier of St. Clair County was 
driven into bankruptcy.

DIED TOO SOON. 

On the very day that Ramsay was taken 
ill in Carlyle, his son Elijah Ramsay, his 
father’s chief clerk, helped himself to $10,- 
000 of the State’s money by merely putting 
in his father’s duebill. This money was 
wanted to open the new bank at Columbia, 
III., which his father and Seiter had es- 
tablished there. It was shipped to the La- 
fayette Bank in St. Louis and by them 
transferred to Columbia. But this bank 
never really opened. The fixtures were in, 
the money was there, ready to be made a 
pretense with, but death's hand fell 3 
the principal backer of the scheme and it 
fell through. > 

Matters had even gone so far th 
man who was to run the bank had been 
chosen. He was the clerk at that time in 
the Carlyle postoffice. The elder Ramsay 
took him from there, the young man re- 
signing his position, and brought him over 
to his bank in Carlyle to train him for h 
new tion. Two or three w were 
considered sufficient to acquaint the young 
man in the details of the banking business 
enough to do what Ramsay wanted, but 
he never got his job. He is now in Carlyle, 
out of work, owing to his having given up 
his position in the postoffice. 

HEART-BROKEN DEPOSITORS. 

The depositors in Ramsay's bank in this 
place were mostly the poorer class of people. 
There were some merchants whom, by loan- 
ing a little money in a pinch, Ramsay had 
induced to make deposits, but the great ma- 
jority of his patronage came from people 
who had but a little, owing, as was stated 
above, to the inducements offered by him. 

And now what a terrible condition they 
are in. Their confidence in humanity is sad- 
ly shattered, for the very man whom they 
deemed the perfection of odness is the 
one who has robbed them of their all. Some 
of the victims of the man are to be sincere- 
ly pitied. 
Joseph Linsmeyer, a poor blind fellow, 
who has not seen the ight of day for years, 
and who has earned his living by making 
mattresses,has succeeded by the hardest kind 
of labor in getting together $710. He put all 
of this into Ramsay’s bank, and now he 
has not a dollar in the world. 

Mrs. Maggie Schweder had an account 
amounting to $316.50. Her husband is a 
poor hardworking section hand who makes 
but $40 a month, and yet out of this, al- 
though they have seven children, they 
managed togput by something every month 
in the hope of some day getting a home of 
their own. Now their dream has vanished. 

Amanda J. Nichols, a widow well along 
in years, who lives on a little farm three 
miles south of Carlyle, had her every cent, 
$887.36, in Ramsay’s bank and now she has 
only poverty staring her in the face. 

Another unfortunafe victim whose story 
is unusually sad, 16 Mrs. John Fink. Her 
husband died several years ago, and left 
her with a few hundred dollars back pension 
money, which he had secured shortly before 
his death. She worked for 50 cents a day 
and hoped, by occasionally — tg 9 J to her 
pension money, to live comfortably until 
her death. She lost $1,062 in the crash, and 
is almost crazed with grief. 

Amelia Sippel, a dow, whose husband 
died a year ago, leaving her $1,050 and a 
large family to support, is now penniless 
through the failure, 

And these are only a few instances out of 
nearly 250 unfortunates whose entire fortune 
was swallowed up by the bank.

CLINTON COUNTY CHARGED RAMSAY 
WITH COLLECTING MONEY NOT 
DUE HIM. 


Rufus N. Ramsay was elected Clerk of 
Clinton County in ember, 1865, and held 
that office until December, 1873. For the 
first four years of his term Ramsay was 

aid in the fees and emoluments he received 

n office. In 1869, however, a new constitu- 
tion was adopted and during the remainder 
of the term he received a fixed salary. 

In add#ion to his salary and his fees Ram- 
say, in 1871, filed a claim with the County 
Court for $4,755, itemizing his bill thus: 

1. For indexing tax sale record 

2. For footing assessment 4 
3. For making tax report for Auditor. 750 
4. For filing Assessor's blanks 706 
5. For arranging County Clerk’s office. 1,000 


The County Court allowed this 
when it was presented and the County 
Treasurer paid Ramsay the monéy. April 
9, 1877, the County of Clinton filed a bill in 
chancery to recover back this amount from 
Ramsay. The petition allaged that Ramsay, 
through fraudulent representations, ob- 
tained these allowances when he was not 
entitled to them by law and that the County 
Court, at the time believing them to be 
correct, allowed the claims 0 mistake. 

Ramsay's answer specifically denied every 
allegation of the bill in respect of fraud 
and fraudulent representation, and, among 
other things, set up and relied on the 
Statute of Limitations as a defense and 
that the remedy, if any, is complete at law. 

When the case was heard in the Circuit 
Court of Clinton County, a verdict was ren- 
dered in favor of the County and Ramsay 
was ordered to refund the $4,755 and pay 
the costs. His attorneys, Von Hoorbecke, 
Murray & Andrews, appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of IIlinolis, and there, in 1879, at 
the June term, the judgment was reversed. 
Hon. Amos Watts was the presiding Judge

All around the edges of the Sieve, appar- 
ently working with might and main, to as-

ing-house in the country, and of foreign 
ones as well. While below the sieve catch- 


ing the golden shower as it falls through 


the partners of these same financial con- 
cerns catching the coin, and bagging it up 
ready to pass back again, over and over 
again, ad infinitum, or as long as the sieve 
holds together. That is the situation in a 
nut shell. While over the whole matter no 
end of clouds of talk, surprise, advice and 
speculative interest. 

The first loan came in January, 1894, after 
a Summer and fall spent on the part of a 
number of money-dealing. houses in carry- 
ing off the yellow coin from the ever-open 
United States Treasury. It was on Jan. 17, 
1894, that Secretary Carlisle issued his first 
bond call, saying that he would receive 
bids for $50,000,000 in ten-year bonds. He 
fixed the price at $1.17,223 for $100 bonds 
which was equivalent to a 3 per cent re- 
turn for the investor. There was a loud 
storm of protest, and everybody declared 
was ridiculous to expect to get the usg 9 
their gold at such figures. The money- lg 
ing class were expecting, with the api 
pated revival of trade that there wo * 
a demand for their waiting millions, d 
was not until the Government agents 
on to New York City and begged, & 0 
and almost bullied those who had semi- 
governmental positions as heads of na- 
tional banks that the cash was turned over 
for temporary use to the Government. 

Temporary use’’ is the exact term to use 
in the transaction, because immediately af t- 
er the sudden drop in the specie holdings of 
the banks incident to the taking of the bonds 
the specie holdings“ started to climb, and 
did so steadily until the Government was 
ame for another replenishment of the 
sieve. 

The inside history of that call loan of gold 
to the Government has many chapters 
which are floating about in whispered gos- 
sip. How one large insurance company 
made a bold bid, got its share of bonds and 
then, with the most shallow pretense at 
concealment, took the gold from one end of 
the Sub-Treasury to pass it in at the other 
to assist in retaining the reserve. What 
was not downright rascality in the selfish 
proceeding was supremely comic. 

Then came the draining process. The de- 
corous withdrawal of gold became mad 
rushes, raids and lootings of the Govern- 
ment gold heap. It disappeared to the ex- 
tent of over $14,000,000 in a single week. It 
Was no wonder that the drop to $42,000,000 
was accomplished in about two months’ 
time. Many experts were learning the 
same, and calculations were made as to how 
much of the idle money of the banks could 
be gotten rid of through these loans, and 
how long it would be before the lending 
rate for money would be stiffened into pay- 
ing figures. 

Again the gold heaped up in the banks 
until the associat banks of this city, 
which does not include the entire list, have 
$82,000,000 in specie, while the 3,732 national 
banks of the country have about $225,000,000 
in specie, and, with a fair subtraction for 
silver, about „000,000 in hard yellow dol- 
lars rest to-day in these vaults, without tak- 
ing into account the rich and influential 
State banks. 

There is no claim that the banks are gath- 


"ering into the vaults any heretofore hoard- 


gold. Instead, their managers confess 

that their stores are depleted under every 
pretense by timid and avaricious ones who 
are bent on hoarding. There is only one 
ultimate source for the gold coin held to-day 
in the bank vaults aubject to statistical enu- 
meration and in the scores of deposit com- 
panies and private vaults out of all numeri- 
cal ken.

It was doubly 
significant, for the Belmont interview con- 
veyed a clearer view of the financial situa- 
tion and the terms of the bond contract 
than Secretary Carlisle had given the com- 
mittee in a conference, which lasted from 
10:30 o’clock this morning until 12:30. 

One prominent member of the committee 
went so far as to declare that Secretary 
Carlisle befogged the issue. The contract in 
at least two important details is as much 
a mystery as ever, and the mumuring in 
both House and Senate over the adminis- 
tration’s lack of frankness grows each hour. 
Even the members of the Committee on 
Ways and Means feel that there is much 
held in reserve which ought to be learned. 
One member asserts that the ten-day limit, 
which was supposed to have been set on the 
time in which 3 per cent gold bonds could 
be substituted for the coin fours, is capable 
of considerable extension. In fact, the 
whole contract is said to be of a sliding na- 
ture, more depending on-the good faith of 
both parties than on the fixed terms of the 
document itself. 

Ex-Speaker Reed's attitude is still of an 
equivocal character.

street. There are several reasons for this 
chief among which is the fact that North 
Market street is 100 feet wide from the 
river to Broadway and that the city owns 
the property on either side of the street 
from the river to Main street so that it 
could be made much wider if desired. The 
old Sturgeon Market, west of Broadway, 
could be removed giving an ample street, 
and room for depots and terminal facilities. 

If not located between the two bridges,“ 
said a member of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Committee, the new bridge should be lo- 
cated with its eastern abutment on Ar- 
senal Island and its western abutment at 
Guthrie Street. Guthrie street is just south 
of Lemp’s ice houses. Soundings have been 
made at this point by United States engi- 
neers and it has been found that an ex- 
cellent foundation can be had. The rock 
foundation shelves downward from the 
Missouri shore toward the Illinois shore. 
At Arsenal Island the rock is thirty feet 
below the bed of the river. From the char- 
acter of the property in this vicinity it is 
believed that ample ground for terminal 
facilities could be purchased at a compara- 
tively small cost. 

A NEW MEDICAL COLLEGE. 

The Barnes Medical College has secured

MAKING THE STREETS SAFE. 


The Street Railway Committee of the 
City Council of Philadelphia has taken up 
the question of protecting human life 
from the deadly power cars with an evi- 
dent determination to stop the slaughter 
of the city’s inhabitants. 

Two measures have been recommended 
for adoption to the Council. One requires 
all power cars to be provided with life- 
saving fenders. The other requires all 
power cars to stop on the near side of 


| principal streets as a precaution against 


collisions and the running down of per- 
sons crossing the streets. 

The adoption of a fender law, although 
going far to reduce the danger of fatal- 
ities, does not exhaust the possibilities of 
precautionary legislation necessary to 
render the use of the streets safe under 
present rapid transit conditions. When 
street car companies through tkeir pulls 
in municipal legislatures obtain the priv- 
lege of running cars every few minutes 
from tén to thirty miles an hour through 
thickly settled districts, the need of re- 
strictions to protect the public, especially 
the young and infirm, is apparent. 

The fender law is a long step in the 
right direction, but it ghould not be the 
last step. The truth is the subject of 
regulating rapid.transit in cities is one 
that demands thorough investigation by 
@ competent commission with a view of

Yesterday he 
was notified that his fare reduction bill 
would come up in the evening, but he was 
not present when the committee settled 
down. It was not an exciting session. Maj. 
J. L. Bittinger read a statement from the 
manager of the St. Joe street railroad—the 
only one there—to the effect that it was 
losing money now, and a reduction would 
stop its operation. Vice-President Gilham 
of the Grand avenue line, as City, 
made a similar statement. Manager Geo. 
W. Baumhoff of the Lindell, St. Louis, told 
the committee that if his line and the Union 
Depot were obliged to carry every one the 
whole length of their respective lines they 
would not be able to last three months; but 
that it was the short hauls alone that saved 
them. He aiso said that if, perchance, this 
bill were passed, in the alleged interest of 
the workingman, the wage-earner would be 
the first to suffer, as the company would un- 
A begin its reduction of expenses 
by cutting down wages. 

Mr. Sim T. Price gave some figures as to 
profit and loss in the business of transporta- 
tion in St. Louis. He claimed that the Olive 
street cable line, one of the most advantage- 
ously placed roads in the country, carried 

sengers last year at an average cost of 

56 cents, with nothing deducted for main- 
tenance or profits; and that the St. Louis & 
Suburban had not made a better average 
than 5.41 cents for each adult passenger car- 
ried. He declared that the street railroads 
had done more than any other interest to 
develop property for taxation, and that they 
h added ,000,000 to the taxable wealth 
of St. Louis in the last eight years. 

Moran of St. Joseph said that he repre- 
sented a district of real workingmen, and 
that not one of them was clamoring for a 
reduction in street railway fares. He be- 
sought the committee, if they were at all 
disposed to take this matter seriously, to 
give him time to get his friends of the street 
railroads down here from St. Joseph. The 
chairman, Mr. Stickney, told him that he 
should have all the time he needed for the 
purpose, and the session came to an end 
with the understanding that another hear- 
ing will be granted on Thursday night.

EPISCOPAL ARCHBISHOP, 


The General Convention Must Pass On 
It, Says Dr. Richey. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—The committee of 
seven bishops, seven priests and seven lay- 
men appointed by the last general conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church to 
consider the revision of the constitution and 
canons of the church and report what is 
deemed necessary or advisable to be done 
in that direction has nearly finished its 
labors. 

In regard to the vecord of the recent en- 
cyclical and the creation of an arch episco- 
pate, Dr. Thomas Richey says: The en- 
cyclical was called forth by the fact that 
un institution purporting to be one of the 
church’s seminaries was teaching its stu- 
dents to hold that the veritable Incarnation 
of our blessed Lord and ths virgin birth from 
bis mother were all wenn enougù as a work- 
ing hypothesis, but that hey noed not be 
delleved in as historicg) facts. The specifia 
cause of the attack was that the standing 
committee of the diotese of Massachusetts 
had been censured by its Bishop because 
it had rejected the papers of two candidates 
who had denied the virgin birth. 

“The arch episcopate business started 
with the suggestion of a layman published 
in the Churchman. It was taken up by 
the daily press and culminated in a resolu- 
tion offered to the general convention by 
Mr. Beall of New York. It will probably 
amount to nothing at present, because any- 
thing of the kind cannot be considered seri- 
ously. The general convention must pass 
on the question of the provincial church 
government. When this is done, the only 
existing Bishop certain of being an Arch- 
bishop is the Bishop of Chicago, because 
that Bishop is already the head of a quasi 
province consisting of the dioceses of Chi- 
cago, Springfield and Quincy, the three ec- 
clesiastical divisions of the State of Illinois. 
The Bishop of Chicago is morally certain, 
should the provincial system be adopted, of 
election to the Archbishopric of Illinois. 
The others depend on circumstances, al- 
though there is a strong presumption in 
favor of the arrangement that the Bishop 
of the principal or metropolitan see in the 
province would be the Archbishop of that 
province. The primus under such a system 
would probably be in New York as the chief 
metropolitan city, or in Washington as the 
seat of the civil government.“ 

The Bishops who are members of the con- 
stitutional committee are Williams of Con- 
necticut, Goxe of Western New York, Doane 
of Albany, Dudley of Kentucky, Burgess of 
Quincy, Potter of New York and Parat of 
Maryland.

IN A HAY LOFT, 


Takes His Life. 


About 10 o’clock a. m. the dead body of 
Matthew Gaughel, a millwright, about @ 
years old, was found is the hay loft of the 
Landvogt Livery and Undertaking Co. at 
3710 North Ninth street. A revolver with 
one chamber exploded, found lying at the 
feet of the body and an ugly bullet wound 
in the head just above the right ear, indi- 
cated that the deceased had committed 
suicide, The discovery was made by Gus 
Reiser, a driver employed in the establish- 
ment, who went up into the loft to get some 
hay. 

The body was sitting bolt upright on a bale 
of ay with the back resting against an- 
other bale in the rear.

Reiser at once 
notified Mr. Landvogt, who had the body 
carried down stairs and placed in the under- 
taking rooms, and then notified the Coroner, 
The deceased was a widower and for a num- 
ber of years had boarded with a family 
named Hombrecht at 3519 North Broadway. 
Mr. Landvogt knew him well, as he had 
been in the habit of visiting the latter's 
stable almost every day during the last two 
years and would sit around the office for 
an hour or two reading the papers. 

Yesterday afternoon he called as usual, 
and Mr. Landvogt says he saw him in the 
office about 3p. m. He was then reading a 
newspaper. Mr. Landvogt then went away 
and from that time until his body was found 
no one about the stable remembers having 
seen him. He had been out of work for 
some time and his health had been poor. 
It is thought he went up into the loft some 
time yesterday afternoon, and being de- 
spondent over his reduced circumstances and 
ill health, deliberately shot himself. Mr.

Exile Cranston Sues the 
Steamship Company. 


Demands Compensation for Ban- 
ishment From Hawaii. 


HIS STORY OF ARREST AND TREATMENT 
IN HONOLULU. 


Had No Connection With the Uprising 
Against the Republic—Protests to 
Minister Willis of No Avail—Forced to 
Board the Warrimoo. , 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Feb. 13. 
Through their solicitors, Wilson & Camp- 
bell of this city, J. Cranston, A. Muller and 
J. B. Johnston, the three Hawaiian exiles, 
to-day commenced suit against the Cana- 
dian-Australian Steamship Co. for $50,000 
damages. Bonds have been put up by the 
company, so that the Warimoo won't be 
libelled. Col. Peterson, United States Con- 
sul here, is meanwhile providing for them 
until the receipt of news from Washington. 
When shown the dispatch to Hawaiian Min- 
ister Thurston from F. M. Hatch, Hawalian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, charging him 
with treason, Cranston declared the charge 
to be untrue and said it was the first official 
announcement he had heard of a charge 
against them. 
Cranston tells a straightforward story in 
his denial of any participation in the Ha- 
wallan revolt, and it is substantiated in 
every detail by his two companions in exile 
He claims that he was wholly ignorant of 
the plans or intentions of the rébels and took 
no part in the uprising, and was arrested 
while sitting in his office. Of his treatment 
after arrest and banishment, Cranston says: 
“Myself and other Americans accused of 
connection with the so-called rebellion were 
thrown into a prison on Jan. 7. Our im- 
prisonment continued until Feb. 2, when, at 
10 a. m., Muller and myself were called from 
our cells and told to pack up the few things 
we had. Entering the yard, we found Jas. 
B. Johnston, one of the men confined with 
us, also preparing to leave. We inquired of 
the guards where they were taking us, 
but no answer was given. As we went from 
the outer door we found a guard of six 
native policemen waiting for us. We were 
placed in the center of them and were 
marched down the street to the station- 
house. The streets were crowded with peo- 
ple, evidently on the lookout for new de- 
velopments, and although we were in no 
way connected with the so-called revolution, 
it was touching to see old Kanakas taking 
off their hats, and many a.smile and a bow 
were given us from the native women. 
At the station-house many white and 
native prisoners were taken before the At- 
torney-General and Marshal Hitchcock. The 
Attorney-General said: ‘You are ing to 
be put on board the Warrimoo, which 
leaves in an hour.’ I replied that I was not. 
‘You have nothing to say about it,’ retorted 
the Attorney-General, ‘and you are going. 
You can leave a power of attorney wit 
anybody to attend to your business if you 
wish.’ I answered, absolutely declining to 
do anything of the kind, and demanded the 
presence of the American Minister. The 
marshal said: ‘You shan’t see him.’ I said: 
‘I will try to. I have no proper clothes for 
such a trip and absolutely refuse to be put 
aboard except by main force. I will resist 
to the last.” The marshal then replied: ‘You 
can go in the clothes you have got on. We 
will put you on board.’ 
In about an hour the guard called me. I 
followed, and my hand satchel was given 
me. I found Muller and Johnson also ready 
to move. We were put into three hacks, 
each accompanied by two guards, and driv- 
en rapidly toward the wharf. The steamer's 
last whistle had sounded. I refused to leave 
the hack and was taken from it by force, 
Then I refused to go on board, and was 
forcibly put there by the guards. 

“My fellow prisoner, Johnston, caught 
sight of British Commissioner Maj. Hawes 
as we were being driven down, and call 


to him. Maj. Hawes immediately turned 


and followed us, and to this fortunate cir- 
cumstance do we owe the fact that we 
were able to communicate with our repre- 
sentatives. It was the evident intention of 
the villains to hustle us off, and shove us on 
the steamer just as she was leaving,

GOLD COIN BONDS. 


Ways and Means Cammittee Will 
Report a Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—The House 
Committee on Ways and Means voted to- 
day to report to. the House a resolution 
practically as agreed upon by the sub-com- 
mittee. The vote was: Yeas, 8; nays, 5. 
The resolution is as follows: 

Resolved. By the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States, in 
Congress assembled, that the Secretary of 
the Treasury be and is hereby authorized 
to issue and dispose of at not less than 
par in gold coin, bonds of the United States, 
with the qualities, privileges and exemptions 
of bonds issued under the act approved 
July 14, 1870, entitled an act authorizing 
the refunding of the national debt to an 
amount not exceeding $65,116,275, bearing in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding 3 per cent per 
annum, principal and interest payable in 
gold coin of the present standard of weight 
and fineness, sdid bonds to be made payable 
not more than thirty years after date. 
Provided, however, that no part of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of such bonds nor of the 


be available for the payment of the cur- 
rent expenses of the Government.“ 

The vote of 8 to 5 on reporting the bill 
showed party breaks on both sides. Among 
the Republicans Messrs. Reed, Maine, and 
Payne, New York, were for the bill, Mr. 
Hopkins of Illinois against it, and Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio, refrained from voting. 
Among the Democrats the division was 
even greater, Messrs. Wilson, West Vir- 
ginia; Turner, Georgia; Tarsney, Missouri; 
Montgomery; Kentucky; Stevens, Massa- 
chusetts, and Cockran, New York, voting 
in the affirmative, and McMillin, Tennes- 
see; Whiting, Michigan; Bryan, Nebraska, 
and Wheeler, Alabama, in the negative. 
Mr. Bynum (Dem., Ind.) was on the floor 
of the House while the vote was being 
taken, but did not appear to register either 
way. Mr. Dalziel (Rep., Penn.) and. Gear 
(Rep., Ia.) were not present. The vote in 
full is as follows:
